BKATTLKBORO, VT., Oct. 10.—Ex-Oov- 


ernor Fuller died at an early hour this 
morning from nervous exhaustion and 
anaemia. 


Levi K. Fuller was born in Westmore- 


land county, X. H., February 24, 1811. 
His parents moved to Brattleboro when 
he was young. He became a mechanic 
and worked for the Eatey Organ company 
and soon bccime a member of the firm- 
President Grant tendered him an ap- 
pointment as commissioner to the Vienna 
exposition in 1873 which he declined. 
He was elected to the stile senate in 1850, 
l:eutenant governor in 18S3 and Governor 
mlS92.

IMPORTANT SUIT. 


Hearing of Brown Paper Company Cases 


in Progress at Plttsrield. 


Tbere began Wednesday at the county 


commissioners' room at Fittsfleld one of 
the most important civil cases heard in 
Berkshire for a long time, in the L. L. 
Brown Paper company of Adann, against 
L. L. Brown personally. Taere is also an- 
other suit by the same company brought 
•gainst Thomas A. Mole, the former trea&* 
urer, lor some $66,ODO in the ad damiium, 
bnt this will not be heard until the present 
case is reported. The writ is dated August 
27, 1894, and the ad damnuin is for 
$600,000. 
The counsel for the company 


are Crosby & Noxon of Pittsfield and W. 
H. Brooks of Holyoke, and for Mr. 
Brown, Charles Howard Williams, the 
well-known New York lawyer, his son, 
and Henry L. Dawes, Jr. 
The case has 


come up in one form or another in the 
superior court, at the various sittings 
almost since it was entered; and in Feb- 
ruary, Judge Hopkins named ex-District 
Attorney John A. Aiken of Greenfield as 
andi tor and he is holding the hearing. 


The bearing was resumed Thursday 


morning, and gives promise of being a 
long matter. Auditor Aiken will sit Sat- 
urday, but next week he will be engaged 
the early part of the week, and so a post- 
ponement for a time will be taken. The 
day was occupied, after some items of 
credi t had been agreed upon, with the ex- 
amination of Mr. Bollo, an expert book- 
keeper from New York: who had made 
an exhaustive examination of all the com- 
pany's affairs, and which occupied several 
months. He gave a list of items in vari- 
ous departments, such as the amount 
of notes discounted by Mr. Brown, 
bills 
receivable discounted by him, 


the dividends paid by the corpora- 
tion, amounts of stock on hand, pay-roll 
for the years from 1877 to 1881 and many 
other facts, which showed how extensive 
were the business operations of the con- 
cern. Mr. Williams for Mr Brown, has 
objected to all these items going in, on 
the ground that nothing in the bill of par- 
ticulars of the compiny allows such a 
procedure, nor. does it appear (hat Mr. 
Brown was liable for them, or that he 
used the discounts wrongfully. 
It is 


promised on the part of the plaintiff that 
before tbe hearing closes, the books will 
be (introduced, and there are a great 
many of them.

THE MILKPSTIOH. 


Not AH the Milkmen In Favor 


of the D e p o t 


Scheme. 


SOME OF THE OBJECTIONS 


Advanced by One of Their Number. 


Thinks Customers Will Have Some- 


thing to Say. Milk Routes Not to 


b» Given Away. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:— In your edition 


of October 8 you report "A New Enter- 
prise" in the way of tbe consolidation o* 
the milk business. Will you give space 
for a few thoughts from one who has 
been engaged in retailing milk in your 
city for a few years, and one who has Im- 
proved all opportunities in the last few 
dnye to get the opinions of all other 're- 
tailers be baa met, and can therefore 
speak advisedly. 


Thus far Mr. Carpenter has not seemed 


to consider that either the present milk 
dealers or the milk consumers have any 
choice in this matter, but assumes all of 
the producers of milk for this market are 
"in favor of the change" and only top 
glad of a chance to swap a list of custo- 
mers we have served for many years, 
some from ten to twenty years, at a sat. 
istactory price and with satisfactory milk 
all these years, for the privilege of selling 
our milk to him at 3 1-2 cents per quart, a 
price that it is impossible to produce milk 
-at for eight months of the year and live; 
also that without any compensation we 
are all to give him the good will of our 
customers, or our route, as it is termed, 
which is to many of us a business for 
which we have paid hard cash, and to 
others the result of many years of hard 
work in picking it up. 


Mr. Carpenter adds for our considera- 


tion the fact that if we kick at his propo. 
sition he will purchase his milk aloug the 
line of our railroads remote from market 
and car it into the city, and then what 
shall we do with our milk ? It that threat 
is held over us now, how will it be in a 
year or two wban we have no customers 
for our milk? Again he does not consider 
the privileges of the consumers in decid- 
ing of whom they will buy their milk or 
at what hour in the day it shall be served, 
or if they wish, either night or morning 
milk, or one cow's milk, as some do for 
their babies, but assumes that all the milk 
consumers of the city will be very glad to 
change from their present milkmen to a 
syndicate that will start a team from the 
milk depot and call upon every family 
along the streets in regular succession 
serving each and every family ont of the 
same can of milk; milk that no doubt will 
stand the test of law,— less that 3J ptr 
cent of butter fat. But does experience 
teach in some of those cities having milk 
depots that it is allowed to run much 
over? Mr. Nichols, th« city milk in- 
spector, will say that much of the milk 
sold in North Adams goes far above the 
test required, some testing from 4; to over 
5 per cent of butter fat. 


The consumers recognize this and dc 


not see why they should be obliged to buy 
all their milk of one man, any more than 
that a. syndicate should be formed and 
they should be obliged to bny their gro- 
ceries or their meat from one central 
depot. The element of systematic deliv- 
ery is equally applicable to groceries or 
meat, or coal or other things. 


Mr. Carpenter says the price of milk 


will be no higher than at present. That 
may be tri}t at present, but if he succeeds 
in serving most of the consummers with 
milk what guaranty have those consum- 
ers that the price may not be placed on a 
level with prices in Springfield or Boston 
or other places where it is from one to 
two cents a quart higher than in North 
Adams? There is no question but what 
Mr. Carpenter can buy milk and bring it 
in on the cars, but till the present pro- 
ducers and consumers desire the change 
tbe scheme may not formulate. Many of 
my customers .have already expressed 
surprise that they should be dropped out 
without their knowledge.

young growth a better chance. There are 
about 10,000 cord* of wood ou the recently 
purchased farms and it is deemed advisa- 
ble to remove a portion of it each year.

caused surprise to many, for it was not 
generally known thnUhe promised dem- 
onstration would ta e p arie Friday even- 
ing. When the coia^aay of torch-bear- 
ers turned down State street it was fol- 
lowed by a crowd of man and boys- 
shouting and pushing each other in their 
eagerness to get along. A halt was or 
dered on State street and the company 
awaited reinforcements from the Artil- 
lery club quarters. 
At a few minutes 


before 8 o'clock the line was formed and, 
with the word from tbe marshal, the 
procession moved up Summer street to 
the bappy tune of "Rastus" from the 
drum corps and a salute from the cannon, 
which was in charge of the Artillery com- 
pany.

CLASSES IN AMERICA.

They 
have their labor, their skill, their j 
knowledge, to sell, and no money is too ! 
good for them to receive. Why should 
they voto to change the value of the 
dollar iri which they are paid from 100 
cents in gold to 53 cents in gold? It 
means for them a loss, a waiitou sacri- 
fice, a vain struggle to have their wages 
raised at a time when tho oountiy is 
prostrated by the shook incident to the 
change of all values, the destruction of 
credit, the disruption of business and a 
universal paralysis. 


Will tho wsigo earners voto for this? 


We think not. Bankrupts, speculators, 
silver mine owners and rogues are the 
only ones who, from motives of self in- 
terest, should voto the Bryan ticket.—

BRYAN'S INCONSISTENCY.

Important Feature of His Platform. 
It will be noticed that Mr. Bryan 


oaniiot resist any opportunity to repre- 
sent well to do persons as seeking to 
avoid their just and proportionate share 
of taxation, and as not entitled to pro- 
tection from the government unless they 
are made to pay a special price for it. 
The Democratic doctrine of equal rights 
is unknown to Mr. Bryan. Thrift, in 
his view, is an offense to be punished, 
an insult or a danger to those "toiling 
masses'' for whom good money is not 
good enough. He is continually trying 
to convey the impression that the' well 
to do are especially favored by the gov- 
ernment in some way, and he appeals 
to the hobo element to voto for meas- 
ures which will hurt the "money 
changers."

Mysterlonl Disappearance of a Twenty. 


five.Tear Oonvlct at Auburn Prison. 
Auburn, N. Y., Oct. 10.—Seldom 


have the officials of Auburn prison 
met with so clever and mysterious a 
disappearance as confronted them yes- 
terday when the door of Lewis Sarles' 
cell was thrown open and a gruard 
went in to arouse the form on the cot. 
lie was dwinbfouaiJed to find that the 
apparent sleeper was nothing but a 
duiniiT of straw topped off with a 
Imncli of hair. Investigation showed 
that eight inches of the heavy iron cell 
door had been okilfully sawed oft at 
the bottom, and through this small 
opening tho convict had wriggled with 
undoubted 
difficulty. 
llow 
Sarles 


passed through the corridors unob- 
survcd by the guards and how he ob- 
tained egress through several locked 
doors between his cell and tho prison 
yard are matters of the greatest per- 
iple:;Uy to the officials. It is known 
that he did this, however, for in a dis- 
tant part of the prison was found the 
only other obtainable clue to the man. 
lie attacked a thick iron bolt on a door 
iu the mess hall and sawed it tlirough, 
but his plans failed in this direction, 
for thero was another bolt on the 
other side of the door. Sarles is under 
sentence of twenty-live years for burg- 
larizing the AVcstehesk-r county storo 
nf Walker B. Atlanih, who was recently 
killed by bu: jlars. The offense was 
committed in the fall of 1880. Sarles, 
in company with another convict, at- 
tempted a strike for freedom a month 
ng-o, but 
faiU d while in the act of 


scaling the walls at night. 
Sarles 


fell from the top of B ladder to the 
ground, nearly breaking his back. On 
this account he has remained mo'st of 
the time since in his cell. As soon as 
the man's absence was detected all of 
the prison bhops were shut down, the 
convicts wore marched to their cells, 
and bearch within the walls of tho 
prison was begun. 


FIGHT WITH MOORISH PIRATES. 


A Frenrli nark I'llhigi-d and a Rescuing 


fepanisli Steuuier Attacked. 


Malaga, Oct. 10.—The Spanish mer- 


ch.uit steamer Seville, which has ar- 
rived here from French Mediterranean 
ports, reports that the Trench bark 
Uorinthe, while becalmed near the isl- 
and of Alhiicemas, the Spanish prison 
settlement off the coa* „ of Morocco, 
u-as recently attacked by armed Moors 
in boats. The pirates bound the crew 
of the bark and afterwards pillaged 
her. 
The prcw of the Seville succeed- 


ed in rescuing one of the crew of the 
I'onnthe and captured one boatload of 
Moors. When the Seville approached 
the Corinthe, the pirates opened fire 
upon the Seville, killing two men and 
wounding four af the crew, and event- 
ually compelled her to retire. A Span- 
ish gunboat has been sent to Morocco 
with instructions to demand the re- 
lease of the pritonevs and the payment 
ot an indemnity. The outrage took 
place in Spanish waters.

Wells, Minn., Oct. 10.—John. D. Salr, 


who no doubt engineered the robbery 
at Sherburne, Wednesday afternoon, Is 
dead, as is also Marshal Gallien of Ban- 
croft, la.

Avowing veneration and unaltered 


friendship for Mr. Gladstone, Lord 
Rosebery said that he could not agree 
with the proposal made by the latter 
in his Liverpool speech to withdraw 
the British ambassador from Constan- 
tinople, or to threaten action which 
could not be effected if the powers did 
not approve. Such a course would 
lead to humiliation. Ho differed with 
Mr. Gladstone in the opinion that 
Great Uritain was bound by the C^ - 
prus convention to intervene in Tur- 
key. This convention had been a dead 
letter since it had been signed. He 
did not desir* specially the retention 
of Cyprus and would willingly give it 
to any power, except Turkey, as the 
price of a. European concert. 
Would Threaten Great Britain's Existence. 


Lord lio^ebery further declared that 


he was emphatically opposed to iso- 
lated action by Great Britain on tho 
Turkish question and would fight tho 
proposal that she act alone tooth and 
nail. Such action would mean a Eu- 
ropean war, with the slaughter ol 
hundreds of thousands, threaten the 
existence of Great Britain and. per- 
haps, precede the extermination of the 
Armenians. 
He 
could conceive of 


nothing more futile, dangerous and 
disastious than such a policy. Any 
British minister incurring a European 
war except through the necessity of 
Interests distinctly British would be a 
criminal to his country and to his posi- 
tion, "e believed that any just war 
would have the assistance of tha Brit- 
ish colonies.

Albany, Oct. 10.—Tho oft-repeated 


charges which have been made during 
the past two years against Gen. Austin 
Lathrop, as superintendent of stnto 
prisons, have at last been dismissed by 
Uov. Morton, lii thus acting the gov- 
ernor has disposed of a question which 
has, been before the legislature' and 
himself for upwai da of a year and a 
half. 
The charges were originally 


made against Gen. Lathrop in Fobru- 
ary, 1895, and a special committee of 
the senate was appointed to investigate 
them and to report if tney would war- 
rant the removal of the superinten- 
dent. This committee reported and 
its findings were transmitted to Gov. 
Morton. The governor refused to act 
thereon because no specific charges ac- 
companied tho report. In September, 
OS-Congressman Weaver, arid former 
Sheriff White of 1'lattshurg, presented 
formal charges to Uov. Morton against 
Gen. Lathrop, which were based upon 
the report of the senate investigating 
committee. Upon these charges tthe 
governor was asked to remove Gen. 
Lathrop. 
At the time the prison su- 


perintendent filed an answer denying 
the charges specifically and generally. 
The governor appointed A. If Brown 
of Watertown as a special coiu—i sinn- 
er to investigate the charges and re- 
port his finding's to tha governor. The 
report of Commissioner Urown was 
illeil with the go.-ernor in June last, 
and She decision ^of the governor is 
based upon that report. Accompany- 
ing the decision the governor writes an 
exhaustive opinion of 13,000 words, in. 
which he reviews each o£ the thirteen 
speeiBeations contained in the] charges 
and the whole case ID detail. 
Briefly 


stated, the charges were that Gen. 
Lathrop was guilty $f gross malfea- 
sance and neglect of 4nty through tha 
purchase of inferior beef: the selling 
below market value of the products of 
the prisons; the payment of exce&»ivo 
salaries to certain employes of Um 
prisons, and iu permitting cruel asd in- 
human punishments to be in"lcted 
upon refractory prisoners by subor- 
dinates. A number of other charges 
are also made. 
The governor reviews 


with painstaking detail the testimony 
relating to each charge, and the resxilt 
of his conclusions as to each specifica- 
tion is given in the fumming up of tho 
proof and is in almost every instance 
favorable to the superintendent, or, if 
not exculpatory, at least fairly and 
reasonably explanatory of his actions 
bo far as his subordinates were con- 
cerned.
